Leo Wagner has been thr pre­ 
mier Santa Claus in Torrance 
lor 15 yean He is now getting 
his ho-hoK warmed up for anoth­

Born in 18N in Cincinnati. 
Ohio, be enlisted in the Navy in 
1917 and was sent overseas dur­ 
ing World War I. He learned the 
electrician's trade and re-en- 
listed to go to Korea in 1MB He 
served as acting chaplain there, 
and contracted an Illness that 
forced his medical discharge in 
1952

Krom this unlikely back- 
ground, Wagner joined a Santa 
Claus training school in (Jar- 
dena. Two years later, he was 
teaching classes there.

He soon went into business fur 
himself, starting a school uf his 
own and making television ap­ 
pearances for youth groufx>. His 
trademark IK now widely-used 
helicopter entrance.

In the "off-season," he in­ 
volved himself in youth work, 
and is a (iideon, thu group that 
places Bibles in hotels. He was 
one of the originators of the now 
flourishing Torrance Area Youth 
band, and paid the director's 
first salary out of his own pock­ 
et

After 15 years of Santa Claus­ 
ing, Wagner has developed a 
style and manner that kids im­ 
mediately take to.
